grades, plantings, such as trees on

Touching on the subject of new 
neighborhoods, the administration’s 
\ statement said: “It is essential that 
I certain specific definitions be es­ 
tablished in order to distinguish an 
undeveloped neighborhood from an 
established one. 
Since the FHA 
does not itself officially and form­ 
ally pass upon neighborhoods but 
only upon applications for the in- 
| surance of mortgages in individual 
residential properties, the defini- 
I tions are drawn with reference to

MORE ABOUT HOUSE PLANTS 


We will list and describe a few 
of the favorite varieties. 
Araucaria excelsa, (Norfolk Is­ 
land pine). 
This is really a tree 
which in its native habitat, South 
America and Australia, grows to 
a height of 200 feel and a diameter 
of 8 or 9 feet. 
However, in this 
country it is grown as a dwarf 
tree in pots, and is probably one 
of the most graceful of the pot 
evergreens. 
The leaves or spines 
are 
sharp-pointed, 
and 
densely 
placed along the stems ami trunk. 
They may 
Ik * easily raised from 
seed but the seedlings do not make 
the compact form that is obtained 
by raising plants 
from cuttings. 
Florists therefore take the seed­ 
lings and use the topmost stem, 
or leader, as cuttings, and root 
them. 
These plants are very eas- 
iftfcfrVanaged in the average home, 
a /f o e v are not overly particular 
about temperature 
noi 
moisture 
conditions, except that they do not 
like tem peratures of more than TO 
in daytime and GO a t night. 
Coleus, (Foliage plants). These 
are very common wmdow-ga rd en 
an<l 
greenhouse 
showy - leaved 
herbs. There are at least 150 v ar­ 
ieties 
There is a variety in the 
tropics that produces a tuber th at 
is .eaten as 
food. They are of 
quite easy culture, rooting readily 
from stem cuttings, cut either at 
the joint or between joints. When 
set out-doors in the summer time 
they should lie set in semi-shade, 


J as they are apt to burn in very hot 
I weather. 
For indoor use, best re- 
; suits are obtained by starting new 
! plants each spring. 
They are very 


I 


subject ta the attacks of mealy- 
bugs, aud also a tiny worm which 
destroys the roots. 'The remedy for 
j the mealy-bug, is the contact spray, 
j Oil-emulsion is very effective, hut 
| it will take more than one applica- 
| tion to get rid of them. 
For tin* 
I root damage, the only thing to do 
I that we know of is to take cuttings 
! from the plants, burn the re.-t and 
sterilize the soil in which they* 
grew. 
Another way to start new 
plants when the old ones become | 
too long and straggly, is to merely j 
cut them back to the ground, after I 
which they will send up new .shoots. 
Cyclamen, (sometimes called Al- 
I (line Violets). This comes near be­ 
ing the most highly prized of all 
the 
blooming 
house-plants. 
For 
duration of bloom, wealth and var­ 
iety of coloring, beautiful foliage 
and mass of blooms, it certainly is 
hard to beat. They may be started 
fairly easily from <eeds and come 
true to color. 
It requires consid­ 
erable patience, however, to raise 
( them, as it takes from fifteen to 
J twenty months to produce bloom­ 
ing plants, even when grown under 
the most favorable conditions.
